COMMITTEE  RSCO^JvEHDS  USE  OF  MORE  FERTILIZER 

National  agricultural  policy  should  include  encouraging  expanded  use  »f 
fertilizer  and  lime  after  the  war  in  the  interest  of  better  health  and  a  sounder 
farm  economy,  a  special  committee  of  USDA  and  WFA  experts  have  advised  the  secretary 
of  agriculture.     The  committee  recommended  increased  phosphate  production  capacity, 
conversion  of  government  synthetic  nitrogen  plants  for  the  production  of  fertili- 
zers, and  large  importations  of  potash  to  meet  increased  demands. 

VISITORS  SWARM  OVER  NATIONAL  FORESTS 

Though  hampered  by  gas  rationing  and  hobbled  by  transportation  difficulties, 
Gus  J.  Civilian  and  his  GI  compadres  found  ways  of  making  303,000  visits  to  New 
Mexico's  national  forests  last  year.     This  estimated  total  was  up  eight  per  cent 
over  the  previous  year.

EXPERIMENTAL  PASTURE  THRIVES  IN  LE  3ACA  COUNTY 

Farmers  are  predicting  that  permanent  pasture  grasses  will  soon  be  an  important 
"crop"  in  the  Pecos  Valley,  as  a  result  of  the  apparent  success  of  experimental 


plantings  made  in  the  De  Baca  Soil  Conservation  District.    A  recent  field  in- 
spection of  the  nine-acre  experimental  seeding  revealed  that  the  grass  is  in 
good  condition. 

On  the  advice  of  SCS  technicians  fanners  are  waiting  until  the  fall  to  start 
their  own  pastures. 

HOME  CANNIN^  SUPPLIES  ARB  TIGHTER 
The  OPA  has  tightened  the   strings  on  the  nation's  sugarbag  to  assure  fair 
distribution  to  home  canners.     The  total  allowance  must  not  exceed  20  pounds  a 
person  or  160  pounds  for  any  family. 

OPA  Administrator  Chester  Bowles  says  that  the  700,000  tons  to  be  allocated 
will  be  enough  to  meet  home  canning  requirements. 

INTERNATIONAL  COTTON  MEETING  SCHEDULED 
Problems  of  world  cotton  trado  and  recommendations  to  cotton-producing  coun- 
tries will  highlight  a  meeting  of  the  International  Cotton  Advisory  Committoo  in 
"Washington  starting  March  26.    The  six-year-old  committee  includes  representa- 
tives from  t ho  U.  S.,  Brazil,  Egypt,  India,  Peru,  Mexico,  Turkey,  and  Anglo- 
Egyptian  Sudan,  Russia,  and  the  British  and  French  cotton-producing  colonies. 

DAAF  MAKES  OUTSTANDING  SALVAGE  RECORD 
They're  training  men  to  fight  at  the  Doming  Army  Air  Field,  but  thoy're  also 
doing  q  fine  job  in  salvago  drives.    According  to  Lt.  V/.  M.  Harrison,  public 
relations  officer,  the  air  men  have  saved  21,137  pounds  of  clear  groaso  and 
1,591  pounds  of  trap  grease  during  tho  past  six  months. 

The  DAAF  salvage  officer,  Lt .  John  W.  Salisbury,  says  there  will  bo  no  letup 
in  the  campaign  for  used  fats  until  the  war  is  over. 

FULL  EMPLOYMENT  ESSENTIAL,  WICKARD  SAYS

war  will  be  full  nonagr icultural  employment ,  Secretary  of  Agriculture  Claude  R.

COLD  STORAGE  MEATS  REACH  RECORD  LOW 
Heed  for  high  production  of  meat  in  1945  is  emphasized  by  the  latest  cold 
storag:  report,  which  shov/s  that  holdings  of  meats  reached  a  record  low  for 
February  1. 

Stocks  of  pork  and  rendered  pork  fat  were  the  lowest  for  February  since 
1936.    Stocks  of  beef  were  more  nearly  normal. 

MORE  STOCK  TAMS  TEAK  HO  RE  BEEF 

More  than  2  00  stock  tanks,  built  with  the  help  of  the  Canadian  River  Soil 
Conoorva ticn  District,  are  helping  ranchers  get  bettor  u-^s  of  their  lands  this 
year,  according  to  Ear  old  W«  Bradford,  district  conservationist. 

'Tell-spaced  tanks  keep  livestock  supplied  with  plenty  of  water  and  keep  them 
from  trampling  out  the  vagetation  and  walking  off  gains,  Mr.  Bradford  pointed 
out. 
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
